Atoiut four-fifths of the diamonds 
mined are defective, and four styhfs of 
cutting have been adopted: thoYrtJL 
iunt, which gives the best effect and 
reduces the Mono loss; the rose, used 
on stones not deep euongli for brilE 
ants, and in which the whole upper 
curved surface is cover, d with equilat¬ 
eral triangles; tho tablo, used for 
broad stoiios of small depth, and tho 
star, which onuses less loss uf weight.

The .Story of a Ship's Boll. 

When you visit the rooms of tho Na¬ 
tural History Society iu Boylston street 
ask the custodian to point out to voy a 
•hip's bell which reals upon one of the 
shelves. This boll has a history nttachod 
to it. About the year 1S38 or 1857 ii 
firm in this city sent out an expedition 
uuder tho charge of Mr. Whipple, the 
noted submarine divor of tho day, fully 
equipped with armor and diver*, to ex 
plore tho banka of the Gulf of Mcxici 
for aubmergod articles of value. Tin 
expedition returned in due time from a 
successful trip, the vessel loaded with 
kentledge chains and anchors. Among 
tho many craft discovered and explored 
was a British frigate. From this wai 
taken the ship’s bell, stamped with thi 
broad arrow; also, from tho hull, severe 
sheets of copper stamped with the initiali 
of tho dock yard in which the frigate wai 
coppered and alxo tho year of its applica 
tiou. A statement ol these fncta, with i 
sheet of tho copper, were sent to the laU 
George Sumner, who was then in Lon 
don. Ho placed them before his frlend,- 
the Ka«i of Clarendon, who was thci 
rith tho British Admiralty, 
□g tho records of tho dock 
yards it was ascertained that two frigate 
were coppered tho year of tho stamp am 
were sent on their way to join tho flee 
about to attack New Orleans, at the tian 
of its successful defence by Geucral Jack 
son.

Ono of thesi 
was the frigate discovered by Mr. Whip 
plo.
